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This came as a major surprise 
after weeks of secret and most 
successful negotiations between 
the two clubs.

Rudi has ways to 
make you like him 


A funny thing happened to Rudi Gutendorf on 


Argentina: he got tipped off about a job going in Australia. 


The secretary of the West 
German Association told him; 
FIFA general 
Helmut Kaser told him; finally, 
in the plush lobby of the Buenos 
Aires Sheraton hotel, Sir Sir 
Arthur George and Brian Le 
Fevre also told him. 

That. was in May. On July 6, in 
Sydney, he became the new na- 
tional coach of the Socceroos for 
three, possibly four years. 

His appearance and. demeanor 
certainly contradict the many 


somewhat flamboyant epithets 
which had preceded his arrival: 
showman, loudmouth, erratic 


genius and restless soul cursed 
with wanderlust. 

At 52 (born on August 30, 
1926, at Koblenz on the Rhine), 
he cuts a tall, trim figure with long 
blond-greying hair, intense blue 
eyes and a ready smile. 

Gutendorf handles questions 
with all the aplomb of a much- 
travelled and much-quizzed cele- 
brity, at all times anxious to be 
friendly yet weighing all his words 
carefully: he knows that careless 
pledges and promises are apt to 
backfire later. 

SW: Were you an outstanding 
player? 

RG; Not really. | played in the 
old Regional Liga with TuS Neun- 
dorf, not far from my home town 
of Koblenz. It was a good little 
team, we had, among others, the 
former all-time great Helmut Jahn 
at fullback. 

SW: People say that you've 
held very many jobs and you 
don’t stay put too long in one 


place. 
RG: Well, it’s both true and 
false. I’m perhaps the most 


travelled coach in the world, hay- 
ing worked in every continent ex- 
cept Asia. (See box .of Guten- 
dorf’s record.) But some of those 
so-called jobs were brief ex- 
cursions at special invitations. 
Take Botswana where they asked 
me to spend four weeks to form a 
national team, to celebrate the 
State's 1JO0th anniversary. So, | 
said OK, Ill accept. Or when | 
held a course in Trinidad and An- 


* tigua. The German newspapers 


came out with the headline: 
“Another job for Rudi. . .’” 

SW: What was your first suc- 
cess as a coach? 

RG: Meiderich, now called 
Duisburg. In 1964, the first year 
of the Bundesliga, we came in 
second. It was there that | in- 
troduced the then revolutionary 


tactical method which 
newspapers dubbed as _ the 
“Yock”, and | obtained the 


nickname of “Riegel Rudi’ (Lock 
Rudi). The essence was a tight 
defensive formation from which 
we broke fast with overlapping 
fullbacks. It was completely new 
then; all teams use it nowadays. 

SW: You left Hamburg under 
stormy conditions. Did you re- 
sign? a 

RG: No, | was fired; that was 
one of the very few cases when | 
didn’t leave voluntarily. | went 
there from T-B Berlin and, as 
Hamburg was one of the top 
clubs in Europe, how could | re- 
fuse the offer? We had Kevin 
Keegan there, so | said to myself, 
Rudi, you've realised your dreams 
now. Nobody could foretell that 
things could go wrong. Dr. Krohn, 


_the manager, blamed me for the 


team’s defeats and engineered 
my dismissal. But he was also 
fired; the club said if | was guilty, 
so was the good doctor. 

SW: When you coach a team, 
do you use the “soft method” 
with the players or roar at them? 

RG: Depends on the 
circumstances. Once, with 
Schalke, we were down 0-2 at 
halftime. | closed the door and 
worked myself deliberately into a 
rage. | shook players by the 
shoulder, told them they were 
rubbish, old women, should be 
stoned to death by their fans. 
They were ashen-faced, thinking 
I'd gone mad. Then | opened the 
dressingroom door and said: 
“Now go out and kill them.’ We 
won 4-2. | tried exactly the same 
in Peru years later. It didn’t work: 
the players collapsed under my 
barrage. 

SW: They say that you often 
resort to gimmicks and tricks to

get results. Can you mention a 
few examples? 

i do it only when it’s 
necessary. When | was with T-B 
Berlin, the club had no money to 
buy a top player. So, for 
DM 15,000, | sold my Mercedes 
sports car and put the money in a 
kitty. The TV and Press were all 
there, they made a big fuss. Fan- 
cy a coach selling his own car, 
they said. Anyway, within two 
days businessmen of Berlin con- 
tributed another DM 400,000 — 
and we could buy the Swedish 
star Benny Wendt. 

SW: Any other? 

RG: With Schalke, we kept los- 
ing spectators. The club had in- 
ternal problems, the publicity was 
bad, the overall feeling in the city 
of Gelsenkirchen was that we 
have pampered, overpaid stars 
who can’t perform. So | took the 
whole team for training runs for a 
week every morning — at 5. We 
ran past the factories and coal 
mines so that the workers could 
see the players and realise that 
they are also workers, just like 
them. The crowds picked up im- 
mediately. In the USA, with St

Louis Stars, the American fans 
complained that there weren’t 
enough goals, too many shots 
missed their target. So, temporari- 
ly, | had new goalposts made — 
all one metre wide. Many balls 
that would have gone wide or 
high came back into play, there 
was a lot of goalmouth excite- 
ment and many goals. a 

SW: When you went to St. 
Louis, they were outlaws, outside 
FIFA; didn’t you take a big risk 
with your career? 

RG: | did but | couldn't refuse. |” 
was with Stuttgart when the 
American offer came — $40,000 
a year, tax-free. So | said what 
the heck, outlawed or not, | can 
earn enough to be secure for life. 
Then | worked ceaselessly on the 
USA getting back into FIFA — 
and achieved it within six months. 

SW: Did you also achieve your 
financial aim? 

RG; Certainly. It was during my 
years in the USA that | earned 
enough to become a man of in- 
dependent means. | have two 
large houses in Koblenz and | 
could live from these revenues 
without working another day in 
my life. The club president in St. 
Louis was the owner of a vast 
brewery, they really spoilt me 
there. | was earning more than 
Helenio Herrera with Inter Milan. 
Don‘t forget, those days the US 
dollar was worth DM 4. 

SW: Yet you kept working and 
taking more jobs? 

RG: Yes, because | love foot- 
ball and cannot live without it. 
But, thanks to my investments, | 
took only jobs that | liked. From 
almost everywhere | resigned and 
didn’t get fired. | was never pre- 
pared to prostitute myself just for 
a job. : 

SW: What about your contract 
in Australia? : 

RG: It’s for three years plus a 
fourth if we make the World Gup 
finals in 1982. The contract can- 
not be broken by either party. | re- 
gard it as a supreme challenge: | 
want to show here what | can 
achieve. I’m an industrious coach, 
! work. hard. On the other hand, | 
know that with part-timers one 
has to make concessions and we

cannot train twice a day as it’s 
done in Germany. 

SW: You were in Sydney with 
Stuttgart in 1966; has Australian 
soccer changed since? 

RG: Enormously. Then it was 
mainly kick and rush, all physical. 
| saw your national team in 
Germany in 1974 and again saw 
a match now in Sydney and | can 
see huge improvements. Your 
teams “play’’ much more than 
previously. | guess the standard is 
the same as at the top of the 
West German second division; if 
the players were a bit fitter, they 
could match the bottom teams of 
the Bundesliga. 

SW: Will you be also running 
courses and lectures in 
Australia? 

RG: No, that remains Eric 
Worthington’s territory. Of 
course, |’ll help out whenever I’m 
needed, but | won't interfere in 
Eric’s overall plans. 

SW: Predictably, your appoint- 
ment was surrounded by con- 
troversy; how do you intend to 
gain the co-operation of the 
other coaches? 

RG: I'll work with them very\

The only title either can win in the 
PSL-is that of “Wooden spooner’’ and 
the standard of play in the second half 
degenerated into some haphazard and 
aimless football which failed to arouse 
the enthusiasm of yet another big 
crowd. at the International Sports 
Centre.

LETTER 


With reference to your article 
(Soccer World, 3-8-78) titled ‘’Belmore 
Appeal”, my club would like to register 
its disgust at the NSW Federation of 
Soccer Clubs’ Appeals Board totally 
ignoring the provisions of the 
Federation’s own constitution and not 
taking any action against the Belmore 
Soccer Club’s contempt of the rules as 
agreed to by the Federation’s member 
clubs, by using ineligible players in 
their first grade game against our club 
on May 13. 

The basis of the Appeals Board’s 
decision to reverse the judgment of the 
Federation’s Executive Committee in 
awarding us both points for this game 
was that Regulation 93 (of the 
Federation’s Rules and Regulations) 
“contains a qualification in that such 
regulation does not have any 
application to a match in which there 
could not be any suggestion of 
‘stacking’ the teams accordingly’’. 

Perhaps the gentlemen on this board 
had a different copy of the 
Constitution than that possessed by 
our club, in which Regulation 93 reads: 
“Where matches are postponed and 
subsequently played at a later date 
players shall only be eligible to play in 
one grade of that particular round so 
as to avoid any misunderstandings on 
stacking” (the emphasis of the clause is 
not part of the quotation but merely 
my own). 

In making this blatantly incorrect 
decision, | believe your article stated 
that the basis of Belmore’s appeal was 
on the grounds that it was “‘unfair’’. 

My club puts it to your readers that 
if anybody was unfairly treated it was 
in fact Polonia Soccer Club, because 
we deliberately omitted three form 
players out of our team for that game

In this respect, the Constitution also 
provides that the proper course of 
action is for the clubs at General 
Meeting to change its clauses. 

We concede that perhaps there 
could be some sympathy given to the 
Belmore club as a result of their 
officials not being able to read the 
Federation’s Constitution. However, 
this is no basis to award Belmore its 
point. 

Furthermore, the common law 
maxim of “ignorantia juris non 
excusat’’ would apply — ignorance of 
the law does not excuse a crime. 

The purpose of this letter is to let 
soccer followers know that the 
Appeals Board must have been 
swayed emotionally in upholding 
Belmore’s appeal, for their case would 
not have stood up in a court of law. 
That being so, all soccer followers 
should be deeply concerned as to the 
precedent this sets for the future. 

Clubs may now be able to break any 
tules of the Federation, and, on the 
basis that they either-did not know of 
the.rules, or that they thought the rule 
was unfair, they will be able to escape 
the consequences without the slightest 
thought for opprobrium.

OCCER BOOM 
IN CANADA 


After its.spectacular gains in the USA, soccer is 
also making a successful invasion of Canada, yet 
another former “alien territory”. 

In the last two years — and partly due to the Olympic 
tournament's success in Montreal — the number of registered 
players in Canada jumped by an astonishing 30 per cent. 

Today, according to the Canadian Soccer Association, the 
country has 150,000 players under the age of 18 — and 10 per 
cent of them are girls. 

A classic example of the growth is Montreal. Three years ago 
its Protestant private schocls had 65 American Football teams 
and 45 soccer sides. 

Today the ratio is 65 American Football against 85 soccer. 

It is partly this soccer explosion which has led Canada into 
considering, possibly together with the USA, applying to stage the 
1990 World Cup finals:
